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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This Office Action is in response to Applicant's Amendment dated February 11, 2005 in 
response to USPTO Office Action dated November 122, 2004. The cancellation of claims 5-8, 
the amendments to claims 1-4 and the addition of new claims 16-20 have been noted and entered 
in the record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-4, 9-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1 and 17, the major difference between the teachings of the said prior art of 
record (EP 0 845 768 A2, Yamamoto; USP 5,576,735, Kikuchi et al. and USP 6,002,385, 
Silverbrook ) and that of the instant invention, is that said prior art of record does not teach 
said plasma display module wherein an inside power circuit driven by an external alternating 
current, and producing a control voltage for controlling operations of an interface board which is 
operative under a source voltage supplied thereto from an external power circuit and an auxiliary 
voltage for causing said external power circuit to be active, said inside power circuit being 
controlled for supplying said driving voltages to said diving circuit, in accordance with a voltage 
source control signal supplied from said interface board. 

Relative to claim 9, the major difference between the teachings or the said prior art of record 
and that of the instant invention, is that said prior art of record does not teach said plasma 
display module wherein control signals output by said interface board contain first and second 
control signals, and said power circuit outputs said control voltage to said interface board when 
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an external alternating current is inputted to said power circuit, outputs said external power 
voltage to said external power circuit when said first control signal is inputted to said power 
circuit, and outputs said driving voltages to said driving circuits when said second control signal 
is inputted to said power circuit.
